On one 0c- 
easion a naval vessel reached the 
harbor of St. John’s, Newfound- 
land, in safety purely by means of 
soundings taken by the machine 
every half hour in fog, gale, a 
blinding snowstorm. another 
occasion the navigating officer fe't 
assured of safety when the chact 
marked 100 fathoms no bottom. 
“Throw Thomson overboard,” was 
his superior officer’s instructions. 
‘Thomson’ was accordingly heav- 
ed ‘over and marked—fifeeen fath- 
oms. ‘“‘Had we continued on our

by the. Hon. L. P. Pelletier, Post- 
master-General. The date, however, 
will be towards the latter part. of the 
month, after the holiday rush has 
subsided. There have been rumors of 
delay in putting the service in oper- 
ation, but while the necessary. nego- 
tiations with the railway compantes 
have tended thaf way this will not pre- 
vent a start being made at the time 
forecasted. An agreement with the 
railway companies in caer eg to com- 
pensation for their handling the par- 
cels post mails has not yet been 
reached, but matters are shaping them- 
selves auspiciously. The companies 
| will -be liberally paid for the service, 
though, while there is no official state- 
ment about it, there is much doubt of 
them wetting all they ask. When in

‘master-General personally inspected 
the working of the parcels system in 
the great post-office there, and has 
formed a good idea of its operation, 
Me.

French Scientist’s Discovery May Entirely Alter 
Aspect of Tubercular Cure Problem 


A despatch from Paris says: An- 
nouncement has been made by Dr. 
Pierre Boux, director of the Pas- 
teur Institute, to the Academy of 
Sciences of a discovery by one of 
the bacteriologists of the institute, 
F. Marine, which it is thought may 
entirely alter the aspect of the 
quest for a cure for tuberculosis. 

Marino observed that all other 
germs which multiply themselves 
together die if cultivated with tu- 
bercle bacilli after the lapse of ten 
or fifteen days. His experiments 
have established the fact that cul- 
tures of tubercle bacilli within that 
period give off a poison fatal to 
any form of microbe.

METALS NEED A REST. 


entree 


Suffers From Fatigue Just as Much 
as a Man Does. 


Metals frequently need a holiday. 
This may be a surprise to many 
who believe that metals are always 
the same, never varying from year 
to year. 

It has ben proved, however, that 
metals suffer from fatigue just as 
much as a man does, and that rest 
strengthens them proportionately. 

Lord Kelvin proved that iron 
wires kept in constant motion dur- 
ing the week act quite differently 
after a Sunday’s rest. He made 
countless experiments with various 
metals under many conditions, and 
found that an iron bar which is sub- 
jected to frequent strain while 
‘‘working”’ will rise 10 per cent., In 
elasticity after a three weeks’ holi- 
day. 

Repeated experiments have prov- 
ed that steel and wrought iron de- 
teriorate rapidly under constant 
strain and vibration, and, if they 
are denied the necessary rest, the 
time will come when, like the hu- 
man machine, they will collapse al- 
together. A rest, however, at fre- 
quent intervals will keep these met- 
als in good condition. , 

A. Bessemer steel rail is one ¢X» 
ample of what lack of rest will do 
to metal. This rail had done good 
service for twenty-two years with- 
out a day’s holiday. Then, sudden- 
il it collapsed under the weight of 
a train, and broke into half-a-dozen 
pieces. With a proper rest, this 
rail would have lasted for several 
years more.

There was a lower percentage of 
woodlands in Ontario than in Great 
Britain, France and other Euro- 
pean countries. 

‘There is-a place for the dairy 
shorthorn in Ontario,’’ said Prof. 
G. E. Day. ‘‘They are quite com- 
mon in England and we have some 
of them out here. It lies with the 
breeders of .shorthorns to select 
cows of milking qualities and breed 
a strain from them.’’ 

Mr. F. C. Nunnick, who is con- 
nected with the commission on con- 
servation, said that not enough at- 
tention was paid to the varieties) 
of grain. grown. In Peterboro | 
County, for instance, 17 varieties | 
were grown. These could not all| 
be best varieties. Weeds were gain-| 
ing the ascendency in many cases. 
On one farm 65 different weeds were 
found. A fact, the significance of 
which could not be slighted, was 
that 93 per cent. of the farmers 
were taking no special precautions 
to prevent the waste of farmyard 
manure. This meant an enormous 
annual loss of fertility. Eight de- 
monstration farms were established 
in different parte of the province.

Highway MedSures Shelved for Present. 


A despatch from Ottawa says: 
The opening of Parliament on 
Thureday was characterized with 
institutional proecdure carried out 
with the greatest exactitude and fi 
delity to detail. The Duke came 
up from Rideau Hall escorted by 
a squadron of drageons, was re- 
ceived by a guard of honor and sa- 
luted by twenty-one guns from the 
battery at Nepean Point. 

The Senate Chamber was 
thronged with officialdom of many 
nities. Everyone stood when his 
Royal Highness entered, accom- 
panied by the Princess Patricia and 
attended by a brilliant military 
suite. The Commons, meanwhile, 
had assembled down in their cham- 
ber, and waited the summons to go 
higher. 


Speech From The Thronc. 


\ The speech from the throne was 
read by his Royal Highness in the 
following terme: 

“Honorable Gentlemen of the 
Senate: 

« “Gentlemen of 
Commons | 

“T take this public opportunity of 
expressing to you all my deep sense 
at gratitude for the comfort and 
eupport that were afforded mo at 
the time of the serious illness of the 
Duchess of Connaught by the num- 
spous messages of sympathy that 
were received from Canada, and by 
the knowledge that the hearts of so 
many Canadians were with us dur- 
ing those dark days. I can only re“ 
vret that my enforced absence, 
made it impossible for-me~to fully 
exercise the duties of my high of- 
fies during a considerable portion 
of last year. 

‘Tt gives me great pleasure to be 
able to congratulate you upon the 
vemarkable expansion of Canada’s 
trade with other countries in the 
past fiscal year, during which our 
total trade far exceeded that of any 
preceding year. 


Harvesting of Crops. 


“The bountiful crops with which 
the Dominion has fortunately been 
blessed during the past season have 
heen harvested under unusually 
favorable ‘conditions, which have 
enabled the transportation com- 
nanies to make full use of all the 
facilities at their disposal. Thus 
the difficulties, which sometimes 
arose in former. years have not 
been manifest, and an unusually 
large proportion of the crops has 
been conveyed to the seaboard be- 
fore the close of the season of in- 
land navigation. 

“Canada has been favored by 4 
long series of prosperous years and, 
although at the present momerit 
business is slightly restricted by 
the financial stringency which pre- 
vails throughout the world, I feel 
convinced that this condition will 
be merely temporary and that the 
boundless resources of this Domin- 
ion, which are 80 fully and univer- 
sally known and recognized, give 
us the fullest assurance of contin- 
ual material prosperity and pro- 
gress. 


Redistribution Heralded. 


“Ag a result of the recent decen- 
nial census the representation of 
the different provinces must be re- 
adjusted, -as required by. the Bri- 
tish North American Act and @ bill 
will be introduced for that pur- 
pose. 

“A bill consolidating the Raal- 
way Act and ite various amend- 
ments as well as bills relating to 
the civil service and to trust and 
loan companies, will be submitte 
for your consideration. 4 

“Several other bills will be sub- 
mitted, including measures provid- 
ing for increased representation 0 
the provinces of Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan, Alberta and British Col- 
umbia, in the Senate. P 

Volume of Immigration. 

“The yolume of immigration dur- 
ing the present fiscal year promises 
to be greater than that of any pre- 
ceding year. It has come in great- 
est measure from the British Isles 
and from the United States, but a

Has Resigned the Post of Warden 
of Cinque Ports. 


Lord Brassey is not unknown to 
Canadians, and the news that 
has resigned the Wardenship of the 
Cinque Ports has been received in 
this country with interest. It is 
only a couple of years since he an 
his famous yacht, The Sunbeam, 
were seen at all the principal har- 
bors on the Great Lakes. Lord 
Brassey is seventy-seven years old 
and was born with the first rail- 
way. }

cord: “For myself, I am proud to 
know that I am the son of a con- 
tractor for public works, whose 
good reputation was the best part 
ot the heritage which descended to 
his sons.’’

Then apart. from the mines and 
works of the Nichols Chemical Co., at 
present the only producers in Canada 
of sulphuric acid there are numerous 
deposits of high grade sulphur ore 
ready to supply other factories. The 
greater number and the most import- 
ant of these are situated jn the town- 
ships of Madoc and Hungerford, all of 
them being within a short distance of 
either the Canadian Northern or the 
Canadian Pacific Railways and some 
close to both lines. There are other 
deposits further north, west and east 
in the counties of Frontenac, Lennox 
and Addington, Leeds, Lanark, Peter- 
boro and Haliburton. 

Sufficient has been said to awaken 
an enquiring interest into the vast 
wssibilities of the districts named.

From the Capital to Extend Fifty

A million-dollar railroad is to be 
started in Iceland at an early date, 
extending from the capital, Reyk- 
javik, in an easterly r Fess ta 
across the plain of Thingvala, a 
distance of abowt 58 miles, to the 
Olfusa bridge. Ultimately it is 
proposed to extend this line to 
Thorsjaa, where’ the line — will 
branch off in two directions, one 
going to the geysers and the other 
to Oerbak, The proposed line 
passes through a rather populous 
country, and one which is much 
frequented by tourists, Hereto- 
‘fore the means of traffic in that 
country have been rather meagre. 
There are some few carriage roads 
in the southern part of the coun- 
try, and a few vehicles are avail- 
able, but journeys aro made gen- 
erally on pony-back, and in some 
instances are long and tedious. The 
country opened up by the new rail- 
road is already an important dairy 
rection, and with the operation of 
the new line the value of the lands 
will increase.
